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PREFACE. 



The object of this work is to be a Guide to those who 
vish to procure Bengali Books, either for educational pur- 
>ose8, for libraries, or for gaining an acquaintance with the 
lindu manners, customs, or modes of thought. Popular 
literature is an Index to the state of the popular mind. 

While we have " Sir H. Elliot's Index to the Muham- 
madan Historians of India," "Adelung*s Guide to San- 
skrit Works," edited by Professor Wilson. " Sprenger's 
Catalogue of the Luckow Oriental Libraries," published at 
the expense of the Government of India, and Garcin 
De Tassi's " History of Hindustani Literature," published 
by the Oriental Translation Fund, and dedicated to the 
Queen, we have hitherto had no list of Bengali works to shew 
what has been done, what is doing, what ought to be done. 

This Catalogue is an extract from a larger one, which 
the author is preparing for the press, and which will enter 
more into detail on various points. 

The learned native by observing the comparative poverty 
and richness of the literature of his native tongue, will 
see the sphere of usefulness that lies before him, in transla- 
tion or original composition. 

As such a number of works has been noticed, about 1 ,400, 
the remarks on each must be necessarily- very brief. Those 
works obtainable, and suitable for general circulation, have 
numbers affixed to them, and are procurable through Messrs. 
Rozario and Co., or Hay and Co., on condition of cash 
payments. 

The greater part of these books can be seen at the Pub- 
lic Library, where a Vernacular Library has been establish- 
ed, through the munificence of Babu Jaykisatti Mukerjyea* 
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llie Rules of Common Arithmetic, set to doggrel 
rhyme, by a Khaystha, one SUBHANKAR, the Cocker of 
Bengal, have been chaunted for 150 years in some 40,000 Ver- 
nacular schools — thus the Hindus took the lead in a practice 
which has been since introduced into our English infant 
schools. See the London Asiatic Journal for 1817 for an ex- 
cellent account of the Hindu mode of teaching Arithmetic. 

In 1817 appeared at the Serampore Press, in three 
parts, Smyth's JAMINDARI PAPERS, pp. 150, a very 
useful work for Village Schools, which gave the whole 
system of keeping Zemindar's accounts. It deserves a re- 
print, as a knowledge of Zemindary accounts affects the 
interests of all in a country where the land is so sublet, and 
such minute calculations have to be kept of the trees, &c, 
on it. In 1817 Mr. May, a most successful teacher of Ver- 
nacular Schools, published a collection of ARITHMETICAL 
TABLES, selected from those employed in the Native 
Schools. " It is remarkable that many coincidences may be 
traced between them, and the most improved kind of Arith- 
metical Tables adopted in the schools in Britain on the new 
model." The Natives of all ranks soon bought up this edition. 
Since that period, through the almost universal neglect of an 
improved Vernacular education, little has been done in this 
department. In 1840 the Tatwabodhini Sabha published 
Anakasa Sikikasa, 2 as., Arithmetical Tables on annas and 
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sikis ; the same year was published for the Hindu College Pat- 
shala an Arithmetic, pp. 55. 

1. CHATTURJEA'S ARITHMETIC, s. b. s. 1854, 
pp. 145, 6 as. Qanita Sdr. Taken from Keith, Bonny- 
castle's Arithmetic, the Universal Calculator, Subharikar. Gives 
the Rule of Three, Practice, Interest, the Square Root, 
Practical Geometry. The most complete system of Arithme- 
tic yet published. 

2. HARLEY'S ARITHMETIC, GanUanha, 1st ed., 
Chinsura, 1819; 5th ed. 1846; pp. 96, 4 as., s. b. s., 3,000 
copies sold. Combines the European and Native systems, 
gives the five chief rules, boat measurements, weights, the 
symbolical tables applicable to Integers, Fractions, the Rule of 
Three Direct and Inverse, Native Rules for calculating Areas 
and Solids, Rules in Verse — the author was Assistant in the 
Chinsurah Government schools. 

3. KHETTRAMOHAN'S ARITHMETICAL TA- 
BLES, DMrdpdt, St. P., 1 an., 6th ed., 1853, pp. 21, used 

. in the Hindu College Patshala, of which the author was head- 
master. 

4. MAY'S ARITHMETIC, Meganita, 2J as., 1st 
ed., 1818; 4th ed., 1852, 2 as., 8. b. s., pp. 50. According 
to the native system, in verse, selected from those employed 

• in the native schools. Many coincidences may be traced 
between these and the most improved kind adopted in schools 
in England. Met with a rapid sale among natives. 
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The £rst Bengali Dictionary was by Foster, a Civilian and 
Sanskrit Scholar, printed in 1799, in 2 vds. ; containing 18,000 
words and sold for Rs. 60. The various applications of English 

• words, idioms and phrases are given in this, which have not been 
inserted in any subsequent Dictionary. In 1801 MILLER'S 
DICTIONARY was published by subscription containing 
matter equal to an 8vo. of 50 pp., for Rs. 82. In 1809 Pitam- 
bar Mukhurjea, of Utarpara, published the SHABDA SIN- 
DHU, or meanings in Bengali of the AMARA KOSH, 
a Sanskrit Dictionary. The same year a Dictionary of 8,600 
Sanskrit words used in Bengali, with their meanings, pp. 200, 
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was published at the Hindustani press. In 1817, the Seram- 
pore Vernacular School Society, in order to give youths an 
idea of the formation of their language, published the Dha* 
tushabdaja, pp. 8. " 1,000 of the more common Bengali 
words are given, arranged in etymological order ; the root 
being given first and various words in common use, formed 
from it by the different prepositions and formative termina- 
tions, sixty of the most common roots originate the whole 
1,000. The method is as pleasing to a native as an alpha- 
betical classification of words to us. 1 * In 1821 was published 
Ram Kissen's VOCABULARY, ENGLISH, LATIN and 
BENGALI. In 1824 LAVANDIER, a teacher of Rammuhan 
Ray's Anglo Hindu school, translated Mylius' School Dic- 
tionary, A. B. pp. 300. In 1825 Haughton published a GLOS- 
SARY, or meaning in English, of 2,500 Bengali words used 
in the Batrish Singhasan, Krishna Ray Charitra, Punish Pari* 
hhya, Hitopadesha. In 1818 was published at Serampore an 
Aohidan, or Alphabetical Vocabulary of difficult words. 
CAREY'S DICTIONARY came out in 1815-25, in three 
4to. vols., containing 80,000 words, the work of thirty years, 
which gave us compound words of the editor's own coining 
ad-libitum, the original price was Rs. 120 — but the work is 
entirely superseded by Haughton's admirable Dictionary, 
which ought to be in the hands of all school-teachers, scholars, 
translators, &c. Marshman published in 1827, an Abridg- 
ment of Carey's English and Bengali, a work very useful, 
containing 25,000 words. In 1827 TARACHAND CHA- 
KRABATI published an Anglo Bengali Dictionary of 7,500 
words, 6 Rs., pp. 25, B. M. P. meagre, a mere Vocabu- 
lary. In 1829 Marshman published a BENGALI AND 
ENGLISH DICTIONARY of 26,000 words, 10 Rs., and 
also a reverse one of 24,000 words. But HAUGHTON'S 
BENGALI and ENGLISH DICTIONARY is the magnum 
opus, the Johnson of Bengal, a cheap reprint of this, which 
was published at the expense of the Court of Directors, 
would be a great desideratum. For translators WILLIAMS* 
ANGLO SANSKRIT DICTIONARY is invaluable, and 
ought to be in the hands of all who wish to convey knowledge 
through Bengali. In 1831 Jagannath Mullick published the 
Shabaa Kalpa Latika, pp. 387, a translation of the Amera 
Kosha. 

Rev. J. Pearson published in 1829, for the School 
Book Society, a SCHOOL DICTIONARY, English and 
Bengali, but it was a mere Vocabulary. In 1831 appeared 
Walker's Dictionary, abridged by Swift, 24,000 words, 
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pp. 376. RAMCOMUL SEN gave a work of great research, 
the result of 15 years* labor, in 1834, a translation of Todd and 

- Johnson, containing the meaning in Bengali of 58,000 English 
words, it cost Rs. 50 a copy, " a perfect chaos of materials 
for future lexicographers," and an example of equal industry, 
with Radhakant's famous Sanskrit Dictionary. MORTON'S 

- DICTIONARY, was published in 1828, pp. 600, Rs. 6 with 
Bengali Synonims and an English translation— it is very valu- 
able, containing 10,700 words, it omits however all exotics. 
JOY GOPAL'S PERSIAN AND BENGALI DICTION- 
ARY, 1838, 2,500 words, has fallen with the decay of the 
Persian language. In 1838, two Persian and Bengali Vocabu- 
laries were published. One by Lakhmi Narayan, Sudar Amin 
of Purnea, he wished to substitute Bengali for Persian terms in 
the Court, and gave 200 copies of his work with this view to 

. Government, for distribution in the zillahs, but the rapid decay 
of the Persian renders them almost useless now, except for 
Court terms. In 1838 Jagannath Mallik a zemindar, published 
Lis Shabdakalpa Tarangini, b. m. p. The same year JAGANA- 
RAYAN SHARMA published a Dictionary, pp. 435, 16,000 
words, excluding all exotics. In 1839, RATNA HALDAR, in 
order to teach the correct spelling of words, published Banga- 
bhidhan, pp. 102, an alphabetical list of 6,264 Sanskrit words 
used in Bengali. The same year R AMES H WAR TARKA- 
LANKAR published a Dictionary of 18,000 words, pp. 473, 
24mo. In 1840, A VOCABULARY OF SCRIPTURE PRO- 
. PER NAMES, b. m. p., English and Bengali, pp. 200, 
. appeared ; the names are spelled according to the Arabic mode 
ana not according to the Hebrew. It was designed to form the 
basis of an uniform method of spelling the proper names of 
Scripture in the language of India. In 1840, JAGANARA- 
YAN MUKARJYEA, published a Dictionary of 12,000 
words, p. c. p., pp. 120, excluding exotics. In 1845, W. 
Morton published a BIBLICAL, THEOLOGICAL VOCA- 
BULARY, pp. 31, of 800 Bengali terms. 

5. ADEA'S ANGLO BENGALI DICTIONARY, 

Roz. & Co.., 1854, pp. 761, 5 Rs M 23,000 words. Gives English 
definitions, synonyms, and a Bengali interpretation, — a work 
the result of years of investigation, and of consulting various 
authorities, — based on Todd's Johnson's Dictionary and Marsh- 
man's Bengali Dictionary. 

6. ANGLO BENGALI VOCABULARY, Cli. P., 
1850, pp. 48. The Bengali and English meanings, with the 

. Farts of Speech of Reader No. I, Part 2nd. 
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7. ABHIDAN, Adea's New Dictionary, p. c. p., in the 
press, will contain about 20,000 words for 1 Re. 

8. ANGLO BENGALI DICTIONARY, Ch. P., 
1850, pp. 90, Chandernath's, gives the English pronunciation in 
Bengali letters. 

9. ANGLO BENGALI DICTIONARY, published 
by Radhanath Dey and Co., 1850, pp. 185. A Vocabulary giv- 
ing the meaning of words relating to Grammar, Heaven, Earth, 
Body, Natural Objects, Fruit, Apparel, Minerals, Farming ; 
the English pronunciation is given in Bengali letters. 

10. ANGLO BENGALI DICTIONARY, Ingrdj 
Bangala Abhidhan, S. B. 8., 1853, pp. 256, 14 as. An useful 
explanation of 16,000 English words in Bengali. 

11. BENGALI AND ENGLISH DICTIONARY, 

1st ed., 1852, 1,000 copies, S. B. S., 2nd ed. in the press. 

1 2. H AUGHTON'S BENGALI DICTIONARY, ex- 
plained in English, 1833, pp. 1,461, Rs, 80, London. Roz. & Co. 

Published at the charge of the E. I* Company, it serves as a 
Sanskrit Dictionary also, and has an Index of 80 pp., serving as 
a reversed Anglo Bengali Dictionary, it is rich in scientific and 
Technical terms, gives 40,000 Bengali words, with their deri- 
vations from Persian, Urdu, or Sanskrit ; a cheap edition of 
this Dictionary would be invaluable, — it might be reprinted 
for 10 Rs. Sir C. Haughton was an able critical scholar and 
a Professor of Sanskrit at Haileybury for ten years. 

1 3. JOHNSON'S DICTIONARY abridged by Lavan- 
dier, 1st ed., 1830, last ed. 1851, St. P., pp. 305, 2 Rs. Has an 
Anglo Bengali Grammar prefixed to it: besides the Bengali 
meanings of English words, it gives a list of abbreviations 
and of Latin and French phrases. 

14. LAW TERMS— Robinson's Dictionary of; pp. 46, 
Ser. P., 1854. Proposes the Bengali explanations of 4,500 
terms used in the Courts and law books of the Lower 
Provinces ; the object is to aim at fixing an uniform legal ter- 
minology, now so various and puzzling, some words are derived 
from Persian, but the greater part are Bengali. 

15. MALLIK'S ANGLO BENGALI VOCABULA- 
RY, of the English Reader, No. 8, pp. 115, 8 as., 1852, A. I. U.

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Explains the words and gives the meanings, both in Bengali 
and English. 

] 6. MENDIE'S ABRIDGMENT OF JOHNSON'S 
DICTIONARY, Bengali and English, 1st ed., 1822, last ed., 
1851, Roz. and Co., 5 Rs., pp. 336, 30,000 words; Persian 
and Arabic words are distinguished by an asterisk whichf is 
very useful ; there is a valuable list of terms used in Botany 
and Zoology. 

17. MENDIES' ABRIDGMENT OF JOHNSON'S 
DICTIONARY, Anglo Bengali, 1st ed, 1828, last ed., 1851, 
pp. 390, 5 Rs M 28,000 words, Roz. and Co. ; the author was 
for 40 years corrector of the Serampur press, and has used 
much research in this work. 

18. MUKERJYEA'S ANGLO BENGALI VOCA : 
BULARY, pp. 98, p. c. p., 1851. Explains the Poetical 
Reader, No. 2, both in English and in Bengali. The author 
is an ex-student of the Hugly College. 

19. PERSIAN AND BENGALI DICTIONARY, 
byNilkomal Mustaphi, p. c. p., 1838, pp. 76, Pdrseabhidhdn. 
Gives the Bengali meaning of 2,800 rersian words used in 
business and Courts in Bengal. The author was Serishtadar 
to the Judge of Nuddea ; the work is scarce. Persian is now 
in the sere and yellow leaf. 

20. PERSIAN AND BENGALI DICTIONARY, 
- Jay GopaTs, Parsik Abhidhan, Ser. P., 1840, pp. 84, contains 

about 2,500 Persian words, arranged alphabetically, with their 
Bengali meanings. 

21. RAMCHANDRA'S VOCABULARY, 1st ed., 
1818, last ed., 1852, pp. 141, 8 as. Popular, but mea- 
gre, gives the meaning of 6,600 difficult words in Ben- 
gali, (now scarce.) The author was a Pandit connected with 
the Calcutta School Book Society, and the first native who 
composed a Bengali Dictionary. The author excludes 41 all these 
inharmonious and disfiguring exotics, which are such blots in 
ordinary Bengali discourse. 

22. ROZARIO'S ENGLISH, BENGALI AND 
HINDUSTANI DICTIONARY, 1837, pp. 525, 6 Rs. In the 
Romanized character ; very useful. The Bengali part was 
composed by a very able scholar, the late Rev. W . Morton, the

Urdu, by Maulavi Haseyn. The English words, 23,000, 
are followed by an English interpretation, then by a Bengali 
one printed in Italics, then by the Urdu in Roman type. 

23. SCHOOL BOOK SOCIETY'S BENGALI 
DICTIONARY, 3rd ed., 1852; pp. 234, 12 as., 12,000 words, 
S. B. S. Skul Buk Abidhan.—A very good Dictionary for 
beginners — the meanings are in Bengali and are very concise. 

24. Shabdartha Pr&kdshdbhidh&n, Digambar Bhatter- 
jea's Dictionary, E. Ai. pp. 216, 6 as., gives 900 words. 

25. VOCABULARY of Elegant Words, Barnamala 
Abidhan. 3rd pt. Pr. P., pp. 52, 1,200 words. 

26. Shabdambudhi, ADEA'S BENGALI DICTION- 
ARY, 1854, pp. 604, 2 Rs. 8 as., Roz. & Co. The whole of this 
edition of 2,000 copies has been nearly exhausted in a year, it 
contains 28,000 Bengali words with their meanings taken from 
Morton's, Carey's, Radhakant Devas and Ram Chandra's Dic- 
tionaries. This Dictionary is a noble monument of the co- 
piousness and expressiveness of the Bengali language, and 
ought to be in the hands of every student of Bengali, 
though the meanings are only in Bengali, yet it may be useful 
as a work of synonyms to a European. 

27. SANSKRIT DICTIONARY, Amarararthe Didi- 
thi, P. C P., in the press : will contain about 300 pp., on 
the plan of Colebrooke 8 Amra Kosh. 

28. SANSKRIT AND BENGALI DICTIONARY, 
Amra Kosh, St. P., pp. 138, 1854. Innumerable editions of 
this have been published, it is the Johnson of Bengali, com- 
posed 1,000 years ago by a Buddhist, gives the words accord- 
ing to the subjects and is very useful for supplying synonyms. 
T. Colebrooke in 1813 translated the Sanskrit original into Eng- 
lish. In 1831 Jagannath Mullik, a Zemindar, published 
this at his own expense. 

29 SANSKRIT ROOTS AND BENGALI DERI- 
VATIONS, Dhatu 3/a/^Roz. & Co. In the press. Designed to 
make natives better acquainted in a short time and in a rational 
way with their own language, by giving them the Etymology of 
the language from Sanskrit, in the same way as boys in 
England learn the Latin Etymology of English words. A 
number of technical terms used in Mathematics, Natural 
Philosophy, Botany, Medicine are given. 
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30. THAKUR'S BENGALI AND ENGLISH VO- 
CABULARY, 1st ed., 1805, 3rd ed M 1852. Sanders, Cones Co., 
pp. 166, 8 as. ; compiled originally for Fort William College, 
at the suggestion of Dr. Carey. It gives terms on the fol- 
lowing subjects : Theology, Physiology, Natural History, Do- 
mestic Economy in Bengali and the Romanised Bengali char- 
acter. ^ It also gives the names of plants used in the 
Materia Medica, and of useful trees and plants. The author 
was Assistant Librarian to Fort William College. 

31. THEOLOGICAL TERMS, MILL'S VOCABU- 
LARY OF, B. C. P., pp. 36, Roz. & Co. Though Sanskrit, yet 
as the Theological terms in Bengali are drawn from the Sans- 

. krit, it is very useful in Bengali, there are valuable criticisms, 
in it, by Dr. Mill and Professor Wilson— it was written with a 
view to uniformity of Theological terms in translations of the 
Bible in the India languages. It gives the English, the ordinal 
words, remarks on its meanings, proposed rendering in Sanskrit. 



ETHICS, AND MOSAL TAXiSS. 

The first Ethical Work published was the Hitopadesh, 
in 1801, of which an expurgated edition by a native appeared 
in 1841. The same year came out the BatrUh Sinhasan. 
In 1803, Dr. Gilchrist published in Urdu, Persian, Arabic, 
Brija Bhasha and Bengali, translations of jEsop's and other Fa- 
bles, all in the Romanized character, the Bengali was made by 
Tarini Charan Mittra. In 1820 came out Stewart's Upadesh 
Kathd or Moral Tales of History A. B. giving historical anec- 
dotes to illustrate- respect to parents; friendship, falsehood, 
industry, pride, anger, ingratitude. In 1829 appeared from the 
Serampore Dress, an excellent work, Sadgun-o-birjea, ANEC- 
DOTES OF VIRTUE, VALOR, 1 Re. 8 as., illustrating Moral 
Virtues, by 95 anecdotes selected from Ancient and Modern 
History,from Greece, Africa, Russia, Prussia and India. In 1826 
was published by the 8. b. 8. the Kabitamritahup y pp. 44 : 8 as., 
a choice collection of 106 Sanskrit couplets, with a Bengali 
translation designed for scholars. The Bkramarastak appear- 
ed in 1830. BhartriharCs Centoes were published in 1831 ; 
Bhartrihari was the brother of King Vikramaditya, and 
wrote many fine moral sentences, mixed with exceptionable 
passages; a Latin translation has been published in Ger- 
many— Lard Chesterfield $ Advice to his son was translated 
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about this time. In 1830 appeared the Kautak Sarbaswa 
Natak) by a Pandit of Harinabhi, a collection of Sanskrit 
slokes on various Ethical subjects, with a Bengali trans- 
lation. In 1833, at the suggestion of Bishop Turner, who 
wished to see good English ethical works translated into 
pure Bengali, Rajah Kali Krishna translated JOHNSON'S 
BASEL AS. In 1838, the Gyaiiaday, edited by Ramchandra 
Mittra, appeared in numbers, a Miscellany of Anecdotes, 
Moral and Historical, containing besides subjects of Natural 
History. In 1834 Nil Ratna Haldar published Dampati 
Shikha on the duties of husband and wife taken from the 
Shastras. In 1834 Sharad Bose published Upadesh Katha, 
or Moral Tales in Romanized Bengali, the story of killing the 
goose is altered, to meet Hindu prejudices, to stuffing the 
goose until it burst. JESOFS FABLES were published in 
1834, by J. Marshman. In 1836 Raja Kali Krishna 
published a translation of GAY'S FABLES, which gained 
ibr him a gold medal from the King of the Netherlands. 
In 1840 Ram Chandra Vidcabagish published a series of 
Ethical Discourses called NitiDarshan^ which had been delivered 
to his pupils of the Hindu College Fatshala then opened, 
they gave with his own observations, quotations in proof 
from the Hindu writings — on the need of study, on truth, of 
falsehood ; necessity of gratitude ; the Bengali language, Hindu 
literature ; the use of study ; on Ethics ; our duty to our 
parents — it was designed to continue those lectures in the 
Vernacular, but as no encouragement was given to Vernacular 
Education, they dropped through ; they were designed to em- 
brace such subjects as love of country, the benefits of travel- 
ling, gambling, the necessity of laws, evils of polygamy : 
need of gratitude ; mutual duties of parents, and children. 
The same year was published the Niti Darshak, pp. 22, for 
the use of the Hindu College Patshala, treating of early 
rising, cleanliness, behaviour in school, industry, learning, 
duty to parents, truth, humility. In 1843 W. Morton, one 
of the ablest Bengali Scholars ever produced in this country, 
published an elegant translation of SOLOMON'S PRO- 
VERBS, pp. 76, by its beauty of composition, doing full 
justice to the ethical wisdom of the royal bard. In 1846 
was published the Gyanrikar, pp. 16, k. r. by S Mukeriea, 
contained various moral fables ; advice on the duties of children 
to their parents, on avoiding bad company, covetousness. 

32. (E. T.) ANECDOTES, MORAL AND RELI- 
GIOUS, Saddchdr Dipak^y. 48, t. s. i an. lsted. 1836; last 
1855. Anecdotes on the lcar of death ; of a boy respecting 
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the Bible, of a boy afraid to tell a lie or steal, an upright 
woman, generous sailor, forgiving slave, reconciled peasants, 
escape from a lion in battle, &c. &c. 

33. (P. T.) Anwar Slioheli, or MORAL FABLES, tr. 
by Gopimohun Chatterjea, pt. 1. a i. u., 1855, pp.284, 12 as. 
Illustrates by tales and anecdotes, the following points : — 
Trust not the cruel, friendship, idleness, judgment, forgive- 
ness, not trusting liars. The Bengali written in prose and verse 
is translated from the Persian, which is itself a translation of 
the Sanskrit Hitopadesh. 

34. (S T.) Banaryastak, pp. 4, 1854, or a Female Ape's 
questions to the Rajah Vikramaditya. The answers of the 
King's pundits to the following questions : what is meant by 
gentleness, science, health, variety ? Who is an ignorant Brah- 
man or physician ? What is conviction. What is a tree ? 
The ethical replies are pithy. Translated into English, by 
Raja Kali Krishna. 

35. Banarashtak, pp. 3, a Man disguised as a Male Ape 
questions Raja Vikramaditya. Pert replies to the follow- 
ing questions : How may envy, vigilance, pure sacrifice, beauty, 
insensibility, dry wood, swiftness and bad advice be described ; 
translated into English, by Raja Kalikrishna, 1834. 

36. Batrish Sinhasan, 32 Tales of Vikramaditya, s. c, 
pp. 209, 12 as. By Nil Mani Basak. 

37. BATRISH SINHASAN, translated by the Edi- 
tor of the Purnachaiidraday 1,000 copies, 320 pp. 1 Re., p. c, 
1 854 ; translated from the Hindi ; in prose ; 32 Tales illustrative 
of Vikramaditya the Hindu Solomons good qualities, designed 
to show that he has not been equalled.

Innumerable editions of 
this have been published, and it is committed to memory in 
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the village schools, holding the same place there as Watts* 
Songs do in England. It is seldom met with separately, being 
incorporated into the Shishubodhdk or village School Manual. 
Digambar Kay published in 1840 a translation of it into 
English and Bengali. It has been translated also into modern 
Greek and Italian.

On behaviour to animals : to our family : to low and 
high persons : industry : self-reliance : humility : temperance 
health : contentment : frugality : mercy : forgiveness : mild- 
ness : honesty : debt : promises : truth : patriotism, &c. &c, 
The remarks on each of these virtues is illustrated by one or 
more historical anecdotes. The style is elegant and in 3 
years the work has passed through 3 editions, a 4th is in the 
press.

Gives in simple language evidence in favor 
of the Education of Hindu females from the examples of illus- 
trious ones both ancient and modern, and particularly of Indian 
females, such as Bukhmini, Khana, Vidyealankar who gave 
lectures at Benares on the Shastras, Sundari of Firudpur 
skilled in logic, Ahalya Bhai who conversed in Sanskrit and 
erected many public buildings. It shews the use of learning 
to women in settling their accounts, corresponding with their 
husbands and teaching their children. This work excited the 
fierce ire of some of the native papers, and in 1840 was pub- 
lished in opposition to it Stri Durachar pointing out the evD- 
deeds of women.

Roz. & Co. An 
edition of 6,000 copies of this was published. The writer in

This Essay won the prize given by the Hare Prize Fund, in 1850, 
for the best Bengali Essay on Female Education.

Learning is as a pearl in a common shell, the tongue though soft 
and boneless yet is strong and powerful : on anger without a 
cause, a rich miser is like clouds without rain : King's favor 
changes as the wind, &c.

1855. Morals taught by apologues. Sir W. Jones says of these, 
" they are the most beautiful, if not the most ancient collection 
of Apologues in the world, they are extant under various names 
in more than twenty languages.** This work requires pruning, 
Sir W. Jones* translation of it may be had at the P. C. P. for 
1 Bupee. Next to the Bible this work has been translated into 
the greatest number of languages; there are two separate

copies have been printed in Bengali. It treats of friendship, 
discord, war and peace, in 42 fables, in which after the manner 
of JEsop, animals are introduced to teach Ethics.

54. KULIN POLYGAMY RIDICULED, Kulin 
Kul Sarbaswa Ndtak, S. P., 1854, pp. 127, 1 Re., by Rim 
Narayan Sharma, Head Pundit of the Metropolitan College. 
This gained the prize of Rs. 50 offered by Kalichandra, a 
Zemindar of Rangpur, for the best Essay, pointing out the evils 
of Kulin Polygamy. It shews how daughters are kept to be 
married to old profligate Kulins ; the hypocrisy of the mar- 
riage arrangers ; the behaviour of the women ; girls are as it 
were sold. ^ Designed like Uncle Tom's Cabin, by pointing 
out the evils of a system to lead to a remedy being applied. 
The author shows a thorough mastery of the style and sub- 
ject The book is calculated to be very useful.

The first Bengali Grammar was published by an Eng- 
lishman, Halhed, a Civilian, and Oriental Scholar, who • was 
so well acquainted with the language as sometimes to pass in 
disguise as a Native : it was printed at Hugly in 1778, and 
is a work of great value. Carey s appeared in 1801, which has 
passed through 4 editions. It was not till 1816 that a Native, 
Gangakishore Bhattacharjyea, published one, a diglot in the 
form of question and answer. In 1819 was published the 
Mugdabodh, in Sanskrit with a Bengali translation by Mathur- 
mohun Dutt, of Chinsura, pp. 55, extending to the rules of 
Sandhi. This Grammar, for ages, formed throughout Bengal 
the study of young boys who read a Grammar in a language 
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they did not understand, the value of the Mugdabodh is in 
inverse ratio to its size, as the rules of Sanskrit Grammar 
have been comprized in 1,000 short and very admirably con- 
structed sentences. Dr. Carey and Mr. Forster have trans- 
lated this work into English, as has also Mr. Wollaston. In 
1820 Rev. J. Pearson published MURRAY'S ENGLISH 
GRAMMAR in Bengali, pp. 103, 2 Rs. Sir C. Haughton 
published a Grammar in 1821, clear but meagre, 15 Rs. per 
copy, very good on the prepositions and the connection of 
Sanskrit with Bengali. In 1822 appeared the Inglish Darwin, 
pp. 201, Hindustani P., an Anglo Bengali Grammar by Ram 
Chandra ; one third of it treated of the variations in English 
pronunciation. The same year produced also a Grammar by Gan- 
gakisser. In 1823 appeared the Bhasha Vyeaharan, pp. 66, the 
writer wished to his countrymen " topass quietly over the sea of 
words in order to read the Shastras. The same year was published 
an English Grammar in Bengali. In 1824 the School Book So- 
ciety published the Vyeaharan <Stfr,pp. 171, a GRAMMAR OF 
SANSKRIT in Bengali, by Madhav Chandra, a Nuddea Pandit, 
who wished to facilitate the study of Sanskrit, but it was writ- 
ten too much after the model of the old Grammars. 
In 1 826 Rammohan Roy published a Grammar in Eng- 
lish, which he circulated gratis, in order to help Englishmen 
to study Bengali. In 1833 J. C. Marshman published a trans- 
lation of an abridgment of Murray's English Grammar. In 
1834 Joy Gopal Tarkalankar published the Chandar Manjari, 
Ser P., 4 as. In 1840 Bhagavadchandra published a Sdr 
Sangraha, or Grammar of Elegant Bengali, which passed quickly 
into a second edition, composed after the Sanskrit model. In 
1846 J. Robinson published a translation of Carey* 8 Anglo 
Bengali Grammar y pp. 109; 1 Re. It simplifies Carey's, and 
gives a list of 500 Sanskrit roots used in Bengali, with their 
meaning in Bengali.

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 

The first Prose Work and the first Historical one that 
appeared, was the Life of Pratapadityea the last king of 
Sagar Island, by Ram Bose, Ser. P., 1801, pp. 156. A work 
the style of which a kind of mosaic shewed how much the un- 
just ascendency of the Persian language had in that day 
corrupted the Bengali. This was followed in 1805, by the 
LIFE OF THE RAJAH OF KRISHNAGHUR, pp. 120, 
both works undertaken ; at the suggestion of Dr. Carey, the 
Shtutra Padvati or names of the most eminent Sanskrit writers 
and their works appeared in lbl7, designed to gratify the 
Hindu taste for writing names at the same time conveyingjo 
them some useful historical knowledge. GOLDSMITH'S 
HISTORY OF ENGLAND came out in 1819, pp. 412, by 
Felix Carey, an able Bengali scholar, the History doses with 
the peace of Amiens in 1802. A useful Glossary of techni- 
cal and difficult words was appended, though some names are 
rendered curiously — thus Admiral of the Blue is Nilpatdka- 
dhyearndb, Whig is Svatantreapakhapdti. A History of England 
on the plan of Dicken's, giving the history of the people, the pro- 
gress of civilisation, morals, arts, religion, is a great desider- 
atum. In 1819 we had Captain Stewart's MORAL TALES 
OF HISTORY, with selections of historical subjects, notice 
of England's rise from barbarism, with moral instruction, his- 
torical anecdotes, illustrative of friendship, industry, justice, 
pride, anger— the arrival of the English in India, the Rules 
of the Permanent Settlement In 1830 was published the Asam 
Buranje, HISTORY OF ASAM, and its famous shrines, by 
Hatiram Dakiyal, pp. 86, Ch. P., who distributed it gratis. 
One of the few local Histories we have. In 1829 was pub- 
lished at Serampur, Sadbirjea Gun, ANECDOTES OF VIR- 
TUE AND VALOR, A. B., pp. 239. Giving 95 Anecdotes 
relating to the virtues connected with the leading characters 
of ancient and modern history of various countries and creeds. 
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ROBINSON'S GRAMMAR OF HISTORY, pp. 242, ap- 
peared in 1832, under the patronage of the Committee of Public 
Instruction, translated by a literary club of 12 natives ; 
it gave in the form of short paragraphs, to be committed 
to memory, notices of the chief ancient and modern kingdoms. 
In 1839 Govind Sen wrote an ESSAY ON THE HISTORY 
OF INDIA, pp. 32. In 1840 Govind Sen published a 
HISTORY OF BENGAL, pp. 337, 2 Rs., a translation 
of Marshman's, gives from the Moslem invasion of 1203 
down to 1835. The Bengali was too literal, and stiff. In 
1842 we had the Life of Bhavani, editor of the Chandrika 
and the great leader of the Pro Sati party, a curious piece of 
biography.

Females, by Nil Mani Basak, s. p., 1852, pp. 298, 1 Re. 8 as. Roz. 
& Co. Lives of Sita, wife of Ram, a pattern of female fidelity 
and devotedness. — Savitri of Oude. — Skakuntala, famed in the 
Hindu Drama for amiability and affection. — Damayanti, who 
adhered to her husband in all his misfortunes after he had lost 
his throne through gambling. — Draunadi, mother of the Fan- 
days, rulers of India ; — Luavati known for her mathematical 
acquirements. — Khana, skilled in astronomy. Some of her 
questions are given in this book — Ahalyea Bhai, the benevolent 
Mahratta Princess. A second edition is in the press. This book 
gives a variety of interesting information hitherto scattered in 
various books. 

138. MUHAMMAD'S LIFE, pt 1, by J. Long, 

Muhammad Jiban Charitra, r. s., 1854, pp. 121, Z as. Roz. & Co. 
Pounded exclusively on Arabic authorities, as given in the 
works of Sprenger, Weile, and Caussin de Percival — Treats of 
the Geography, Natural History and religious state of Arabia 
previous to Muhammad's time, Muhammad's youthful days, his 
trading, 40 years old announces a new faith, opposition of his 
relatives : becomes a warrior, his polygamy, messages to foreign 
rulers, regulations for his followers ; death in the midst of his 
plans. The second part, now in the press, will take in the 
spread of Moslamism, the Koran, Moslamism as at present, the 
festivals, and sects of the Muhammadans. 

139. (E.T.) NEWTON'S LIFE, Niotan Charitra, by 
Rev. C. Kruckeberg, 2 as. pp. 186, t. s., 1853. Roz. & Co. 
Newton was an African slave-trader for several years ; in this 
Autobiography he gives a vivid account of the horrors of the 
African Slave-trade, how he himself became freed from connec- 
tion with it and the steps by which at length he gained great 
influence in Society, and became a Clergyman of the English 
Church,his history in this work is a varied and interesting one. 

140. (S. T.) PAUL, MUIR'S LIFE OF, translated by 
JL Bannerjea, 1850, T. s.. pp. 97, 1 as. Treats in a simple 
style and manner accommodated to Hindu literary taste 
of the conversion of Jesus Christ's murderer; Paul's con- 
version, his three journeys, his discussions, events during them, 
his abode in prison, his arrival in Rome and events consequent

on it; a description of Paul's devotedness and other virtues— 
summary of the Christian doctrine established by Paul, taken 
from his Epistles. Exhortation to imitate Paul's example, 
Mr. Muir of the B. C. S. has been well known for his skill in 
Sanskrit composition, which has been well employed in this bio- 
graphy. This has been translated also into English and Hindi. 

141. PUNJAB, HISTORY OF THE, Punjab Itihas, 
by Bajnarayain Bhattacharjea, 1st ed,, 1^7, lip. P., 2nd 
ed., 1854, pp. 194, 8vo. I Re. 8 as. Roz. & Co. Gives in 
good Bengali much information respecting the Punjab, 
Kashmir, Kabul, Kandahar, — the Sikh kingdom, the recent 
battles in the Punjab, derived from the ttajtarangini, Ain 
Akhbari, Seyar Mutakherim, Prinsep's Life ot Run lit Singh, 
Lawrence's adventures in the Punjab, Macgregor's Sikhs. Na- 
tives subscribed for 325 copies, as the fate of the Sikh king- 
dom was deeply interesting to them. 

142. (P. T.) PERSIAN KINGS,HISTORY OF, Shah 

Nama, Sindhu. p., 1847, pp. 458, Tr. by Bisheshwar Dut 
who gives us in the title page a portrait of himself, 
with his paita and pirthi. This is the Homer of the Per- 
sians, gives the history of their native kingdom previous to the 
Moslem conquest, compiled from old documents ; as in Roman 
History there is a great blending of fact and romance. 

143. Pratapaditya Ckaritra, Last King of SAGAR IS- 
LAND, Life, by Harish Tarkalanker, pp. 63, Roz. & Co., 2 as. 
1853. Published by the Vernacular Literature Committee. 
Raja Pratapaditya lived in the reign of Akbar in the Jes- 
sore District, and founded a splendid city in a place which 
is now part of the Sunderbunds. His Biography, one of the 
few historical ones we have in Bengali, was compiled 50 years 
ago as a text book for the College of Fort William, — a mosaic 
of Persian Bengali ; the present memoir retains the subject of 
the former, but in a totally different style. The work has been 
sought after inGermany as throwing some light on the condition 
of a Hindu Raja under the Musalmans. It mentions that 
the Raja's immediate ancestors lived at Sdtgau, then a 
great emporium of trade, now an obscure village. They 
went to Gaur, obtained influence there with the king; Raja 
Pratapaditya received a grant of land in what is now the 
Sunderbunds, then a fertile populous district, but refusing 
subsequently to pay tribute, the Emperor Akbar sent an army 
against him ; he was taken prisoner and carried in an iro 
eage to Benares, where he diecL

144. RAM, King of Ayodhya, Life of, by Raklial Das 
Haldar, pp. 41, 1854, 4 as. Roz. & Co. Professes to 
separate the mythical part from the historical, on a similar 
plan to that of a civilian, R. Cust, Esq., in the N W. P., who 
Has just published a life of Ram on the same principle for native 
schools m English. The author brings to his task an acquaint 
ance with some of the best English and native writers. His 
efforts to ^ rescue an important period of Hindu history from 
the inventions of poets and priests, deserve encouragement. We 
have in this memoir Ram's skill in archery and his marriage at 
Tirhut : the virtues of his wife : his invasion of Ceylon, and his 
introduction of Brahminical colonies into the south of India. 

145. (A. B.) ROMAN HISTORY, Rome purabrita, by 
K. Banerjea, 2 vols., pp. 610, 2 Rs. Roz. & Co., 1848. 
Eutropius is the chief authority, with quotations from Arnold, 
Hooke, Gibbon, Niebuhr, gives an introductory essay on the 
study of history : the chief events in Roman History are given 
from the foundation of the city to the destruction of the Wes- 
tern Empire. Published in Bengali also, which is out of print. 

146. (E. T.) ROME, Mukerjie's tr. of Pinnock's and 
Goldsmith's Rome, p. p., 1854, pp. 559, 6 Rs. An useful work, 
but too high priced for schools. Gives examination questions 
at the end of each chapter. 



MSDXCXNS. 

The establishment in 1851 of a Bengali Class, in the 
Medical College, with 50 Government scholarships of 6 
Rupees each per mensem, in which lectures are delivered in 
Bengali, on Anatomy, Materia Medica, the Practice of Medi- 
cine — will we hope soon lead to a considerable increase of 
Bengali Medical class works. Wise in his commentaryon 
Hindu Medicine, shows the amount of knowledge of the Hin- 
dus on this point, and Royle proves that the Hindus knew 
medicine before the Greeks did. In 1818 appeared the Vided 
Nindd, a treatise ridiculing physicians, according to the old 
adage, " the destruction of 100 lives makes a physician, of 
1,000 a doctor." Ram Komul Sen anxious to spread medical 
knowledge in the Vernacular, published in 1819, (E. T.) 
Aushadh Sdr Sangraha, pp. 95, in which he gave 
the names, origin, use and node of application of 56 diner- 
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ent medicines, such as jalap, rhubarb, castor oil, chiretta, 
calomel, mercury, &c. &c, — in mentioning a decoction 
of the pomegranate root as useful for worms, he states 
the case of a man cured by it after 9 months' illness and dis- 
charging a worm 30 feet long. In 1823, the Rogdntak Sdr, 
3 Rs., was published by subscription ; the Editor promised the 
readers of it as an inducement to their taking the work, that 
they would acquire the power of healing diseases. There was 
also published about the same time the Niddn dima Prakdsha. 
Dr. Breton published a VOCABULARY OF MEDICAL 
TERMS in Persian, Sanskrit and Bengali, a work showing 
much research. In 1826 was published and circulated gratui- 
tously by the s. b. s., Uld uta Bibaran^ pp. 26, t. c. Dr. Breton 
on Cholera. About the same time appeared Utpati Nirbdha ; 
on the fetus ; extracted from the Ayur Veda. In 1833 the 
Ratndbali or Medical Manual was published by Prankri&hna 
Bishwas, of Kharda. About 1833 was published Dr. Ramsay's 
Rogdnla Sdr or native materia medica. 

147. Brandy Baktrita, published by Uday C. Adea, 
1836, pp. 99, tr. of a discourse at the opening of the Medical 
College, by Dr. Bramley. Treating of the nature and cause of 
diseases and the European mode of treating them. Some of 
the best writers in Bengali have been tjie Vaideas or medical 
caste. 

1 48. (E. T.) ANATOMY, CAREY'S, Videa Haraoali, 
pp. 638, 6 Rs. Seb. p. 1820, Roz, & Co. Designed in 1818, to 
form the first part of a Bengali Encyclopaedia to consist chiefly 
of translations of esteemed compendiums of European art and 
science, there were 300 native subscribers to it — but only this 
part on Anatomy was published, which is a translation of the 
treatise or that subject in the 5th edition of the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica. The glossary of technical terms by the translator 
Felix Carey, a good Bengali scholar, is of use to translators— 
the work treats of Anatomy, human and comparative, and a 
history of the science: the bones, ligaments, teeth, spine, 
extremities, shoulder, arm, bones, thigh, leg, skin, nails, hair, 
muscles, abdomen, intestines, liver, digestion, chyle, genera- 
tive organs, chest, lungs, heart, brain, senses, comparative 
anatomy ; anatomy of a dog, cow, bird, cock, reptile, fishes, 
insects, worms. 

149. (E. T.) ANATOMY, Sk&rir Vided, Madhusu- 
dan's Manual of Physiology, 1853, pp. 56, pt. 1, Roz. & Co. 
1 Re. Osteology. Treats of the bones, their formation— the 
vertebrae — the bones of the various parts of the body — the teeth 
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— ribs — stomach— legs —hand. The author is well skilled ill 
Hindu Medical Science, as well as in the European system,, and 
his selection of Bengali Anatomical terms shews great knowledge. 

150. (S. T.) Ayur Veda Darpan, 1852, Nos. 1, 2, 3, 
each number 1 Re., p., s. b , by Srinarayan Ray, giving extracts 
from the Ayur Veda, Charak, Sursruta, in Sanskrit and Bengali, 
on the various diseases, their cure, with quotations from the 
Sanskrit, the Medical formulae of which are in verse. The origi- 
nal is said to be the production of Brahma himself, and contains 
100,000 slokes. Shri Nath proposed to give a translation in 1QO 
nos., at I Re. per each. 

151. DISEASES, Their Cure, Ckikit$drnab 9 2 as., pp. 
73, 1855 Roz. & Co. many thousand copies of this have been sold. 
It is taken from the tfidan, a Sanskrit medical work : treats of 
a number of diseases, their symptoms, remedies, — it may be 
usefully consulted for certain articles in the Native Materia 
Medica. Contains symptoms of deseases : decoctions : medi- 
cines. Designed to give knowledge . to those physicians who 
receive a fee of 4 annas for a visit. 

152. (S. B.) DISEASES AND THEIR CURE, 

Chikitsa Ratnakar, No. 1, 2, 3 ; 4 as. per No. Su. p., 186*3, 
by Haladar Sen. Gives from the Sanskrit tfidan or Medical 
Shastras, the causes, symptoms, remedies of diseases. 

153. DISEASES, Their Symptom and Cure, Chikitsd 
Sangraha, in the press, by Madhusudan Gupta. Treats of the 
various stages of disorders and the medicines applicable to them 
at these periods. 

154. HEALTH, Rules for, Atmarakhya, by Raj Krish- 
na Mukarjya, Ch. p., 1849, pp. 69, 8 as. Taken from the Nidan 
Shastra. Treats of various ways of preserving health, of labour, 
bathing, oiling, food, sleep and the causes of eighty of the 
diseases in the country. 

155. (S. T.) MATERIA MEDICA, Native ; Sar kau- 
modi, by Ananda Chandra Barman, r. v , 1855, pp. 210, 6 as. 
Translated from the Ayur Veda, one of the Medical Shas- 
tras. More than 20,000 copies of this work have been sold— 
it treats of the various diseases, their symptoms and cure,— 
doubtless various vegetable medicines, are referred to here, 
which may be of use in diseases, as Wise, in his work on Hindu 
medicine shows is the case with various native remedies. The 
price has come down from 4 Us. to 6 as. 
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156. (E. T.) MEDICINE, PRACTICE OF,translated 

by P. Kumar, m. l. p., 1854. Aushadhbyedbahdrah, pp. 
280, 5 Rs. Roz. & Co. The author is lecturer in medicine to 
the Bengali class in the Medical College, and has made thig 
translation from the most distinguished recent English 
writers on medicine, in order to rescue his countrymen from 
native quacks, by exhibiting to them in plain Bengali the 
leading principles of medicines as taught and practised in 
Europe. The work is disfigured by numbers of English 
words being introduced when vernacular ones could be easily 
obtained, it is also very dear. It treats of fevers, peritonites, 
spleanites, jaundice, cancers, colic, dysentery, cholera, rheuma- 
tism, apoplexy, nervous diseases, lung diseases, shin diseases ; 
their definition, symptoms, stages, remedies. 

157. (S. T.) NATIVE MEDICINES, tbe qualities 

of, Drabyea Ouna, by Ishwar Chundra Bhattacharjyea, 1st ed. 
1835.^ Sar. S. pp. 97, 2 as. Roz. & Co. Treats of practices 
affecting health, and of several hundred remedies useful for 
curing diseases, with quotations from the Shastras in proof. 

158. MEDICAL GUIDE, Bachelor's, 1 854, pp. 358, 
b. m. p., 1 Re. Roz. & Co., designed to answer for natives what 
Buchan's Domestic Medicine has for Englishmen, gives a des- 
cription of the body, diseases ; their cause, symptoms, different 
remedies, both European and Native, the mode of preparing 
Medicine, Surgery, — every School library and Mofussil resi- 
dent should be furnished with a copy of this. 

159. MATERIA MEDICA, by S. C. Karmakar. 
For the use of the students of the Bengali Medical Class. Roz. 
& Co. 

-160. (E. T.) PHARMACOPOEIA, London, of 1836, 
Aushadh Kalpdbali. Roz. & Co., 1849, pp. 244, 3 Rs. 8 as. 

Gives with the English, Latin, and 
Bengali names the mode of preparation of Acids, Alkalis, 
Cerates, Confections, Decoctions, Plasters, Infusions, Lini- 
ments, Metals, Tills, Powders, Syrups, Tinctures, Ointments, &c.

Roz. & Co. The trans- 
lator professes having experienced wonderful benefits froix 1 
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hydropathy, points out its advantages to others in the various 
uses of water applied internally and externally to different 
parts of the boay for costiveness, fever, rheumatism, measles, 
small pox, dysentery, &c. He fortifies his arguments by quota- 
tions from the Hindu Medical Shastras. 



BXENSUXMLTXON. 

In the N. W. P. Mensuration forms an important item 
of instruction as it so deeply concerns the rights of the peasants : 
simple works have been brought out on this subject— but here 
in Bengal owing to nothing having been done for the educa- 
tion of the masses, though a work on Mensuration came out 
in 1841, yet it is only of late it has met with any kind of a 
sale. 

163. LAND SURVEYING, Elements of, on the 

Anglo-Indian plan, Brajamohan Fr. Mirzapur. 1841, 2nd 
ed. 1846. pp. 85, 14 as. s. b. s. Bhumi Parimdn Vidya. The 
author Frasanna Kumar Tagore states that owing to the set- 
tlement of Europeans and the decrease of wars more atten- 
tion is paid to land which has increased in value. The author 
is now Clerk to the Legislative Council ; it contains tables of 
land measures, 21 diagrams of various areas to be measured, 
measuring rivers, and uneven land, there are numerous dia- 
grams to illustrate the various modes of measurement. In 
Chaturjya's Arithmetic will be found a very good introduction 
to Mensuration. 

164. MENSURATION, Robinson's, Bhumi Parimdn, 
pp. 24, 1850. Asam, Sibsagar F. Extensively and most sue* 
cessfully used in the Asam Vernacular Schools, the author is 
one of the Inspectors of Government Schools in Asam and 
the neighbouring districts. This work gives the elements of 
Land Surveying and rules for finding the areas of sixteen plain 
figures. It contains ten problems— to find the area of a square : 
of a rectangular parallelogram : an oblique angled parallelo- 
gram : a trapezium : a circle : ellipse : two sides of a right 
angled triangle : a triangle : a right angled triangle. 

165. (E. T.) REVENUE BOARD'S CIRCULAF 
ORDERS of 1850, 4to., pp. 16, 8 as., Roz. & Co. Rules fo 
the conducting surveys in tne Lower Provinces, with 5 Diagram 
and specimen Maps pointing out the mode of protracting 
fields from the khusrah measurement papers as carried on by 
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Native Amins, with surveying compass and chain. This work 
is likely to be very useful to Amins, and has been published 
for their guidance by the Revenue Board. 

166. (E.T.) Guide to the GOVERNMENT LAND 
MEASUREMENT, pp. 106, Roz. & Co., 1 Re., with Maps as 
specimens of field measurements and directions how Amins are 
to proceed. 



MENTAL PHILOSOPHY. 

It is singular with the Metaphysical taste of the 
Bengalis, that we should hitherto have only two works 
on Mental Philosophy by them, though in the Prabodh 
Chandraday, now translated from Sanskrit into Bengali, we 
have a magnificent specimen of a metaphysical drama in which 
the various passions, anger, pride, &c, form the persona; drama?. 
" The Probodh Chandraday/ 1 one of the most perfect physcologi- 
cal allegories in any language — representing the struggle in 
the human soul between king intellect and king passion, two 
brothers and sons of sense, the mother of the first being ab- 
straction and of the second action. Cupid and his wife, sexual 
enjoyment, are friends of king passion, his subjects are hypoc- 
risy, self-sufficiency, materialism, avarice, falsehood, &c. On 
the side of intellect are religion, tranquillity, retirement, under- 
standing, penance and mortification. The plot is somewhat 
involved, arising from the author's desire to canvass the doc- 
trines of different sects, whose representations are introduced 
into the drama. In the end intellect gains a complete victory. 
The object of the whole is to celebrate the triumph of Vedan- 
tism and Quietism over the Buddha and Jaina systems. 
Bombay Quarterly, II. v. 13. J. Muir, Esq. b. c. s. delivered 
in 1845, (a series of lectures in Sanskrit on Mental Philosophy 
to the Benares College Pandits, which were published) based on 
Abercrombie's work on the mental powers — treating of our 
sources of knowledge and of the faculties of memory, con- 
ception, abstraction, imagination, the employment of reason in 
the search after truth, the sources of error in reasoning ; a 
Bengali translation of this would be a desideratum. 

167. (A. B.) MIND, WATTS ON THE, Chitotkarsha 
Vidh&n. 2 vols., pp. 600, 2 Rs. 1849-50, by K. Banerje£, 
Roz. & Co* Treats of rules for the improvement of knowledge

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observation, reading, instruction by lectures, conversatf©n> 
and study compared; of learning a language; of books, teachers, 
learners : improvement by ^ conversation, by discussion, by 
study or meditation ; on fixing the attention, enlarging the 
mind : improving the memory : of determining a question. 
On the sciences, their rise : methods of teaching : style : 
prejudices of men: on writing books : of authority, its use and 
abuse. A work that may be read with much profit by teachers 
and advanced pupils. 

168. (E. T.) PHRENOLOGY, hj Radhaballab Das, 
p. c. 1850, pp. 93, 1 Re. From Combe's and Spurzheim's- 
Phrenology, four Phrenological Maps. In 1845 a Phrenological 
Society was established by natives in Calcutta. In treating 
of Phrenology of Dr. Grail and the faculties according to phre- 
nological classification, an account is given of the following 
mental subjects,— the various affections or propensities, the 
mental impulses, the reasoning faculties of comparison and, 
causation. 



NATURAL HISTORY* 

The village population shew great powers of ob- 
servation on objects of Natural History, which we trust will 
form an indispensable subject of study in all Vernacular 
Schools ; Natural History has been lately introduced into the 

. Government English Schools, and a recent educational des- 
patch recommends the formation of Agricultural Schools. 
There are two of this kind commenced in the Calcutta Bota- 
nical Garden. The Calcutta School Book Society at an early 
period directed its attention to Zoology. In 1819 they 
published Lawson's History of the Lion, with a picture 
which excited such alarm, that one school, where it was 
placed, was at once emptied of its scholars — the Hindus be- 
lieve there is only one lion in the world ; to this book suc- 
ceeded in 1822-3 separate pamphlets on the bear, elephant, 
rhinoceros, tiger and cat, by Mr. Lawson, who was well skilled 
in wood engravings. Ir 1821 the London Missionary Society 
began a series of reward books for schools, combining Natural 
History, with religious instruction. In 1832 appeared Anec- 
dotes of the Dog, pp. 65, in English and Romanized Bengali 
giving the different species of the animal, but the romanizet 
Bengali met with no success among natives. The Agri- 
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Horticultural Society published in 1839, the MasJtndbad, a 
treatise on the cultivation of flax, with four wood cuts to illus- 
trate the mode of cleaning it, as also a hand sheet on the cul- 
tivation of CiELERY.

In 1816 was published at Serampore, Jyeoi^wA, a Work 
on Astronomy. In 1833 a very useful serial, was started by 
a Society called the European Science Translating Society, 
under the superintendence of Professor Wilson, J. Sutherland, 
and others, called the Vigydn Sebadhi, comprising the following 
subjects in NATURAL PHILOSOPHY— ASTRONOMY, 
HYDROSTATICS, MECHANICS, OPTICS, PNEUMA- 
TICS : the work was patronised by Government, and by a 
number of natives, but no encouragement was given at that 
day to popular education, and the publication stopped after 
reaching 15 no?. In 1833 Maha Raja Kali Krishna published, 
in Anglo Bengali, an INTRODUCTION TO THE ARTS 
AND SCIENCES, pp. 122, compiled and translated by him- 
self, giving in Catechetical form definitions and short explana- 
tions on the following subjects — logic, physics, meteorology, 
tides, the Belles Lettres, fine arts, astronomy, geography, &c. Ac. 
In 1834 he gave a Diagram of the Solar System for the use of 
schools, compiled and translated by himself. ' j 

183. ASTRONOMY, Ferguson's Abridgment of, byf 
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Yates, 1st ed. 1819, 2nd ed. 1833, s b. s., pp. 157. By the 
Brothers Palit and Brajaniohan Majumdar, a friend of Ram 
Mohan Roy's. Treats of the earth's motion, shape, size, the

of the earth, day, night, seasons, moon's changes and motion 
round the earth, tides, the stars, eclipses. A work of a similar

The Rev. J. Pearson, Superintendent of the Govern- 
ment Vernacular Schools at Chinsura, published in 1819, Pat- 
riate Bibaran y 2nd ed. 1827, 8. b. 8., a translation of the most 
important parts of Dr. Bell's instructions for modelling and 
conducting schools ; a re-print with modifications of this work 
would be very useful in giving advice to native teachers rela- 
tive to improved modes and means of tuition. It treats of 
the shape of school houses ; rules for classes ; rules for teach- 
ing reading : examples of questioning in teaching ; on spell- 
ing and the various rules of Arithmetic : bad practices in 
a school ; a teacher's duties. W. C. Tucker, Esq., Commis- 
sioner of Benares, has published an excellent work NOTES ON 
EDUCATION, a translation of the chief portion of which 
would be of great use as a guide to teachers of village schools. 



SPEWING LESSONS. 

In 1 816 was published Lipi Dhara, Ser P., pp. 12. The 
alphabet is given according to the shape of the letters thus, those 
angular are put together : the consonants and compound con- 
sonants : 760 characters. In 1818 Captain Stewart published 
short reading lessons, the same year J. Pearson published a 
similar work. In 1820 Raja Radhakant Deb published a Spell- 
ing Book, pp. 256 ; in it the various names used by the different 
castes were given, Ethical reading lessons, words exactly the 
same in sound, but differing in spelling, signification or spelt ; 
pronounced alike, but different in meaning. Words of a double 
meaning : figurative terms ; rules for spelling — one of the best 
Spelling Books ever published. In 1822 an ANGLO BEN- 
GALI GUIDE to the reading and pronunciation of English 
was published, pp. 152. The pronunciation of English words 
was given in Bengali letters — a sad confusion. In 1825 an 
Alphabet was published, with a picture illustrating each letter. 
In 1834 Shara Prasad Basa published a Romanized Spelling 
Book, pp. 14, has a drawing of Mr. Treveliun, teaching a class 
under whose auspices it was published, but the Bengalis would 
not read the foreign character. The same vear was published the 
ENGLISH SELF-INSTRUCTOU, pp. 64. In 1835 Ishwar 
Chandra Basa published the Shabda Sur on Spelling. In 183G 
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was published by the T. S. Pratham Paribarbahi, pp. 32, con- 
taining short easy historical lessons on Scriptural subjects, with 
the meaning of the more difficult words attached to the lessons. 
The opening of the Hindu College Patshala, in 1839, led to 
the compilation of a series of useful class books for it, the 
Bern&mala, pt. 22 and the Hindu College Patshala Spelling 
Book, pp. 56, 2nd pt. were published ; giving exercises on 
Sandhi, the names of castes, learned titles, &c.

f'on, and Arithmetic, the style shows how corrupted by 
ersian the Bengali was then ; 4 editions have been published. 
In 1818-20 at Serampur were published Nitibdkea, A. B. pt. 1 
and 2, containing select Extracts from Scripture. In order 
to teach writing by dictation well the Serampur Missionaries 
published a little work in 1818, containing in an aphoristic 
form short sentences involving important facts in Geogra- 

giy, Astronomy, Natural History, Ethics — to be written by 
ctation. In 1822 was published HAUGHTON'S SELEC- 
TIONS, pp. 198, 10 Rs. containing 10 stories, from the Tota 
Itihas, 4 from the Batrish Sinhnsan and 4 from the Punish 
Parikha, with an English translation and Vocabulary. About 
1833, appeared the English Reader No. 1, with a Bengali 
translation, containing 28 lessons on moral subjects, useful 
to boys for the matter, but quite literal and unidiomatic. 
In 1833 was published BLAIR'S READING EXER- 
CISES, pp. 156, with the Bengali meaning of the diffi- 
cult words prefixed to each lesson. In 1834 came out the 
English-Self Instructor, Ingraji Atma Shihharthd^ pp. 64, giving 
the meaning and pronunciation in Bengali of English lessons, 
an interlinear translation and Scripture Reading Lessons. 
In 1838 Baidanath Acharjea of Kanchrapara composed 
a work Agyan Timir Nasak % pp. 107, 2 Bs. which treated 
of Hindu castes, the Shastras, Astronomy, Geography, History 
of England, he blends together Puranic, and European know- 
ledge. In 1840 appeared the Balbodhini, pp. 237, contain- 
ing; Spelling Lessons with the names of all the castes and 
titles of different Brahmins, as Exercises, along with Arith- 
metical tables and a short vocabulary. In 1842 appeared the 
Prashaskti Prahashika by Krishna Lai Deb, compiled origi- 
nally in Sanskrit by Bararuchi at the Court of Vikramadityea ; 
gives rules according to the Shastras: for writing letters— 
the color and size of the paper, the titles of letters, mode 
of address ; — some curious things are in this work such as a per- 
son is to write to a young girl on red paper with red ink, 
to a great man on gold colored letters, to a man of middle 
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rank on silver, to a common man on copper or tin colored 
paper : before marriage on vermilion : a letter to a great 
man is to be 6 finger breadths long, to a person of the middle 
class 18 inches : receiving a letter from a raja or guru it is to 
be layed on the head, from a friend on the forehead, from a 
wife on the breast. In 1843 the Calcutta Christian School 
Book Society published a translation of the ENGLISH IN- 
STRUCTOR lNo.4, pp.200,8as. It treatedof 40 subjects, among 
them, were God as our Creator and Redeemer : India: Discovery 
of America : Farmer and Stork : Lies : Moon : Discontented 
Pendulum : Earth, its size and shape ; God's Omnipresence :

In villages where no other Bengali book ever 
penetrates, there is the Almanac to be found, the Hindu cannot 
marry, make a journey or execute any important work with- 
out its aid, as lucky days are given in it, when the child is first 
to eat rice, put on the paita, have the ear pierced, go to school, 
begin marriage negociations, hence we need not he surprised 
that 100,000 copies of Almanacs are published annually in 
Calcutta, and spread by book hawkers over the country. Nuddea, 
Bali, Chandradip, Janai, Baxa, Bali, Khanakhul, Krishnaghur, 
Kodalyea, Digsa, Vishnupur, are places famous in former days 
for Almanacs. There is an Almanac in existence now which 
dates a century and a half ago. We have no space to enume- 
rate all the Almanacs which have been published, we give a 
few— ex nnodisce omnes. In 18 18 came out Ramhari's Almanac, 
pp. 135, with a tolerably good picture of a goddess drawing 
the chariot of the sun. In 1824 the CALCUTTA NEW 
ALMANAC, pp. 168. In 1825 came out Bishwanath Devas 
ALMANAC, 1 Re., then the Chandrika one, 12 as. In 1835 
GOBARDAN SHARMA'S ALMANAC, pp. 144. In 1836 
came out MEND IE' S ALMANAC, giving the moon's digits, 
Hindu and Musalman festivals, tides, sunrise, table of wages, 
Police Courts, Trade, Postage, also MADAV MAHAN DAS' 
ALMANAC,pp. 183, edited by Ganga Gobinda of Mahanad. 
In 1840 the VIDANMOD ALMANAC, pp. 300. The Calcutta 
TRACT SOCIETY, published an Almanac yearly from 1846 
to 1852, containing about 130 pp., for 4 as., illustrated with neat 
lithographic drawings of some of the heavenly bodies ; it con- 
tained information on the following subjects, the solar sys- 
tem : comets, earth and moon, the various modes of calculating 
time by the Hindus, English and Musalmans, Eclipses, Calendar 
of sunrise, sunset, moon's phases, holidays, tides, Jewish 
epochs, coins, weights, stamp duties, the human body, mis- 
sionary statistics. In 1847 EPISCOPAL ALMANAC, B. C. P., 
pp. 26, giving the daily lessons and Chuich festivals, sunrise 
and setting — ceased in 1850.

The History of the Bengali Newspaper Press, shews 
that the love of " something new" exists among the Bengalis 
as among the Athenians of old. In 1816, the BENGAL GA- 
ZETTE was started by Gangadhar Bhattacharjea, who had 
gained much money by popular editions of the Vidya Sundar 
J&etal and other works, illustrated with wood cuts, the paper 
was short lived. The Serampur Darpan, on August the 21st, 
1818, broke through the stagnation of ages. The Governor 
General, Lord Hastings, at once patronised it by letting it 
pass at i the post charge of the English newspapers, and 
his successor, Lord Amherst, subscribed for 100 copies, 
which were sent to the Government offices. It elicited 
a vast amount of correspondence from natives on mofussil 
society and circulated in every Zillah in Bengal and in 
60 stations. In 1840, the Editor, J. Marshman, owing to other 
duties, was obliged to give it up. The following year 
several natives revived it, but it soon sunk in their 
hands. The Kaumadi, 1819, was started by Bhabani Banerjea 
and Bam Mohun Bay, it advocated female education and 
an improved medical treatment, but on Sati being op- 
posed in it, the Chandrika and superstition came out 
in opposition, in 1822 the Chandrika was for many years 
the Native Times of Calcutta, (started as the advocate 
of idolatry and the Sati,) a bi-weekly. In 1823 th Timir 
Nashak, by Krishnamohan Das, W., lasted sever e years. . 
About 1825 the Banga Dttf, by Nil Ratna Halda Dewan 
the Salt Board, many able extracts from the Shastras, lasted 
till 1839.

1830, 10 Rs. At first a weekly under the patronage of some of 
the Tagores, its Editor is famed for his fine poetry ; gives 
news.

Ch. Adea, per annum 8 Us. It has maintained a steady 
circulation and a respectable tone. The Editor is distinguished 
for his literary abilities which are often displayed in this 
paper in articles of permanent interest. 

304. Rangpur Bartabaha, begun 1847, by Nil Ratna 
Mukerjyea, w., 4 Rs. Commenced under the patronage of an 
enlightened Zemindar there Kali Chandra Ray,— the first native 
paper that took interest in the rural population: Female 
Education is advocated in it.

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POETRY AND TBS DRAMA, 



Poetry forming such a large staple of Hindu Bookd, 
to give all books in poetry would be eqaivaient to giving under 
this head three-fourths of Bengali Literature, almost all of 1 
which is executed by natives. Bengali poetry embraces two 
subjects chiefly, religion and love : the poems relating to the 
former will be found under the heads of their respective sub- 
jects,—our selection of poetry on general subjects is therefore ■ 
very limited. The Vaishnabs were the first poets, their poems 
were in praise of Chaitanya and his religion, next came Kasi Das 
and Eriti Bas who, a century and a half ago, composed the 
Mahabharat and Ramavan ; last century we had Bharat, the 
Horace of his day, his themes were war, and love. At the 
present day few of the educated natives have ventured on the 
ocean of poetry. There appeared in 1805, Virgil s (Eneid, 1st 
Book, pp. 65, tr. by J. Sergeant, a civilian, a student of Fort 
William College. Monckton, another student, executed a 
translation of Snakespeares Tempest. — In 1836, Oayan kritKau- 
madi, Hymns to the different gods, with an account of various 
musical instruments.— In 1837, HOMER'S ILIAD, 1st Book, 
tr. by Grish C. Bose pp. 30. A. B. About 1840, Gita Mala, 
60 love songs, by Kali C. Chundria, Bangpur Zemindar. 

309. (S. B.) Char Panchash, pp. 91, 1848, a Poet 
attempting to marry the daughter of the Eaja of Burdwan, 
against her father's consent, was condemned by him to death, 
and laments his fate in 50 verses, " notes of the dying Swan."

This work treats of the wars of two rival races for 
ascendancy in India : and presents a complete panorama of 
India, as it was in its topography, manners, mythology, 2,500 
years ago — the original has been the great store-house from 
which Lassen drew the materials for his elaborate word 
Jndische Alterthums Kunde. 

Kalid4s 
the Indian Shakespeare wrote the original — a husband banish- 
ed to the forests seeks to send a message to his wife and does 
it by a cloud,~-in this poem is embodied much local descrip- 
tion and mythological reference adorned by a poetical pen. 
Translated into English verse by Professor Wilson. " The poem 
affords a pleasing confirmation of the strength of the domestic 
virtues among the Hindus and that the relation between man 
and wife is viewed with tenderness as well on the banks of the 
Ganges as of the Thames*' — the reader has spread before him in 
its perusal a panoramic scene connected with the principal 
mythological and traditional local associations of the Hindus in 
North India. It has been translated into German also.

The Bengali Songs do not inculcate the love of wine, 
or like the Scotch, the love of war, but are devoted to Venus 
and the popular deities ; they are filth y and polluting : of these 
the most known are the Panchalis, which are sung at the festi- 
vals and sold in numerous editions and by the thousand. — Some 
on good paper, well got up, others on the refuse of old canvas 
bags.

The Musalmans have always been noted for the tenacity 
with which they have clung to their own ideas and lan- 
guage, and for the obstinacy with which they have resisted 
foreign influence. The Persian, their great prop, has been 
shorn of its honors in India, and the Musalmans are averse to 
learn the Vernaculars ; hence, as the Urdu has been formed 
by a mixture of Persian and Hindi, so the Musulmans 
have formed in Bengal, a kind of lingua franca, a mixture of 
Bengali and Urdu, called the boatmen's language. This 
must eventually give way to the overwhelming influence 
of the Bengali, but in the mean time, as illustrative of 
tho phases of mind of the people, is appended a list of the 
principal books in this dialect, printed at Musulman presses 
in Calcutta, which have a wide circulation, and, particular- 
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ly among boatmen and the Musalman population of Dacca.
